MI LAST SWIM AT SEA. 


Icarnot recollect ever learning to swim. 


I swam naturally, and in boyhood was 
almost ns much at home in as out of the 
water. Diving, an art in general only 
acqmred by long practice, was to me 
easy from the beginning. My skill in 
aquatic sports passed into a proverb, and 
now that years have passed and I have 
reached middle life the renown of my 
boyhood's feats clings to me yet in my 
native place. 
£J;it I am a swimmer no more; the love 
that was so strong has given place to 
such a loathing hate aud horror of the 
water that when I think of it a cold 
shudder comes over me until the tide of 
thought is turned. An adventure in 
tropical waters was the cause of this. 
It happened thus: I was on my second 


voyage. The ship lay becalmed amid 
the Molucca Islands, on the passage for 
China. It was near midday in the fore- 
noon watch. The sun's hottest rays were 
pouring down upon the deck with scorch- 
In'' Thence, and vainly did I seek for 
Eome cool spot where momentary com- 
fort, at least, could be found. The pant- 
ing half nndo forms of the crew were 
spread out beneath the shade of a canvas 
drawn over the forecastle capstan, which 
they tried to persuade themselves yielded 
some shelter from tho heat. 


Above, not a cloud could be Been in

Sew Privileges Given 
the 
Chinese 


Where the Exclusion Act Fails. 


S, July 23.— The Secrotary of 


the Treasury to-day issued the necessary 
orders to carry ont ihe provisions of the 
decision yesterday rendered by the Attor- 
ney Gene;al relative to the transit of cer- 
tain Chinese from Now Orleans to San 
Francisco on their way from Cuba to 
China. It is i^gardod as the most impor- 
tant opinion given on the Chinese ques- 
tion. 


Judge Hepburn. Solicitor of the Trees- 


nry, in discussing the question to-day, said 
to tho Chroniclo correspondent that accord- 
ing to bis construction of the last treaty 
between Chiaa »6d this country, no other 
conclusion could be reached than that 
which he eipressed in his opinion a short 
time ago, and which has just been con- 
firmed by the Attorney General. 


"All legislation on the Chinese ques- 


tion," said the Solioitor, "based on exist- 
ing treaties and the titles of several aols 
passed by Congress, indicate that their ob- 
ject is to carry out the provisions of the 
treaties. The first pnrt of the last treaty 
clearly indicates that the objoct is only to 
restrict the immiBration to thin coontry to 
compete with American laborers. 
The 


limitation does not spciy to other classes. 
A man'* status iu Chin* or in the West 
Indies do-R cot govein his status in this 
«ouDiry. 
If 
DP ptopos-s simply to puss 


through thH United State* he doe<) not 
ooine bare as a labor* r, no matte whot ha~ 
bc«n bis gtatnq in other lands. Under the 
tre»ty a OhiDHtnfiu who is merely a traveler 
0'innoi b > luterrapteil in his jonmeyiogs 


"But suppose that large nuinb rs of 


Chinese Uborers should tuke advantage oi 
this opportunity to travel across the coun- 
try, and en the route shonld escape from 
the train iu order to establish themselves 
in the United States, what theu?" asked 
yonr correspondent. 


;'Then they would lose their identity as 


travelers and would have to bo prosecuted 
as offenders against the law," replied 
Judge Hepburn. 
He added that he nnder- 


Btood there were a number of Chinamen in 
the Wast Indies whose con'riota v.-re 
about to expire and who desire to return 
home to Chinn. 


Tbe shortest route for them is across the 


United Slates from New Orleans to San 
Francisco. If they do not go that way 
they will bare to choose the Panama route 
or by way of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
It really seems to him a question as to 
whether or nat American railroads should 
bs allowed to carry them, or the troffic 
thus created be diverted to linss in other 
countries. 


"Up to about two years ago," 
Jndga 


Hepbarn said, "there was no question 
about the right of the Chinese to pass 
through the country in the manner sug- 
gested by the decision, and now the old or- 
der will be restored. The Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company has been the chief 
mover in the case, one of its attorneys, Mr. 
Tweed, arguing the matter before the 
Treasury Department and the Department 
of Justice. The precedent has been sat 
and hereafter Chinamen who desire to pass 
through the country without sojourning 
anywhere on the way will bo nllowed to en- 
ter Uncle Sam's domain." 


A still more interesting case than that 


just decided, and which involves the ptoper 
interpretation of the Chinese law, is now 
before the Secretary of 
the 
Treasury 


awaiting his opinion, 
iho commanding 


officer of the Alert, which was oidered by 
the Ssoretary of the Navy to Samoa, 
shipped at Honolulu while on the way a 
number of Chinamen 
as 
servants or 


members of the crew, to do duty in the 
wardroom and the cabin of tho ship. They 
•were engaged for tha round trip to Samoa 
and back to San Francisco. The captain 
of the vessel has therefore written to fie 
Secretary of the Navy to make inquiry as 
to whether or not these Chinam»n may 
land when the ship returns.

submitted an opinion to Ihe Secretary oi 
the Treaanry, which is understood to be 
in fat or of Ibe landing of tho men, but the 
Secretary has not yet passed up -u it.

ia believed the opinion is based upon the 
fact that the Chinamen are in the service 
of the Unit<d States Navy and cannot be 
shut ont. 
Ninety per cent of the seamen 


employed in the Navy to-day are foreigners, 
and as the Chinese treaty does not say 
anything abont seamen it ii presumed that 
the opinion cffertd by the Solicitor is in 
favor of the landing of Chinese in that 
capacity the same as any other foreigners.

Shoulders—Americans Are Swindled. 


A homely visaged, v.-ell formed Italian 


woman, about 35 years of age, occupies 
a suit of rooms on Greene street, and 
gets a living by doing fancy needle work 
and taking lodgers. Her name is Mar- 
gliarita Campelli. Her husband, form- 
erly a tenor singer, but latterly an organ 
Binder, died two years ago, leaving her 
his name and just enough money to buy 
a black veil.

On any fine day you can see a dozen 


fraudulent noblemen airing themselves 
on upper Broadway, 


A bogus baron, a counterfeit count, a 


miscalled marquis, should never impose 
on anybody. 


How can they bo detected? 
Easily enough. Suppose you have a 


nobleman presented to you; the intro- 
ducer should be able to vouch for him if 
the matter of title is a point in question. 


But your bogus nobleman nearly al- 


ways presents himself. Then go to the 
consulate of his country. 


A SURE DETECTOB. 


There it is easy to satisfy yourself of 


his identity. 
Generally speaking, al- 


though not always, i eal noblemen regis- 
ter at the consulate on their arrival in 
New York, but every consulate, eron if 
the gentleman has not recorded there, is 
more or less able to give information as 
to noblemen belonging to their country. 
Thanks to tlio English Peerage- (Burke's 
and Debrett's) and the German Gotha- 
ische, Graf en and Freiherrn Calendar, aa 
well as to the army lists of both coun- 
tries, it is pretty easy to get at the facts. 
And there are so many real noblemen 
taa<\ officers of tho German and English 
armies here in this city that tho bogus 
article could easily be detected by being 
confronted with the real one. 


Tho impostor is generally good looking 


and distingue and has a dangerous 
knowledge of what he is talking about, 
depending on his good looks and his 
cheek to carry him through. And our 
rich girls, blinded by what they believe 
to be the honor of being courted by a 
real live lord or count, fall an r>asy vic- 
tim to the unscrupulous fortune hunter. 


Counterfeit noblemen and real noble- 


men, who have so far forgotten what is 
due to their name that they closely re- 
semble tho bad article, abound and al- 
ways will abound in a great cosmopol- 
itan city like New York. As long as the 
present inordinate love for titles exists 
in this enlightened republic, people must 
not be astonished if they are the dupes 
of such as have a smattering of educa- 
tion and tho cheek to call themselves by 
a high sounding title. 


A.U these counterfeit noblemen have 


ose characteristic—that is, on all possi- 
ble occasions they will brag of their noble 
descent en d will tell tho most wonderf til 
stories of thrir doings at home and of the 
doings of the»r ancestors generations be- 
fore them. 


The latest specimen who has been an- 


noying various families, particularly that 
of Mr. William Stoinway, represented 
himself as a nephew of the latter, called 
himself at various times Count Bonin, 
Count von Amim, Baron Fedwitz and 
various other names. What his real in- 
tentions were have not been found out aa 
yet. Inspector Byrnes of the metropol- 
itan police has nipped his career in tho 
i>ud. 


SPECIMENS OP THE SPTJKTOTJS.

himself for long years an officer in the 
Prussian service.

WHAT CAUSES MIRTH? 


Sydney Smith'* Answer to This Qnery, with 


Some Clear Illustrations. 


Sj dney Smith gave the true answer 


when he said that the form of mental 
pleasure we call mirth was due to the dis- 
covery of a congruity in a seeming incon- 
gruity or the reverse. This is best illus- 
trated by an example. Boiloau had a 
brother who was a mauvais sujet, failed 
m life and came to ask for help. Boileau 
upbraided him with his misconduct, 
pointed out how they had both started in 
life under equally favorable conditions 
and with equal chances, and yet how dif- 
ferently they had got on. "Ahl but jttst 
think," exclaimed the brother, "what an 
immense advantage you had over me in 
brothers!" 


The discovery of the point, the seeing 


of the joke is, says Sydney Smith, analo- 
gous to the pleasant mental feeling in 
discovering something quite new, or in 
suddenly understanding sonietliing dark 
to us before. This sensation is always 
pleasant, but in a joke the discovery, 
sinco it ia carefully prepared for, is mo- 
mentary, unexpected, and without toil, 
and therefore far moro highly pleasura- 
ble than the ordinary mental discovery, 


To take another example, thab of tho 


wooden pavement before St. Paul's: "If 
the Jean and chapter would only lay 
their heads together tho thing would be 
done," said Sydney Smith, Here very 
clearly the fun is in tho pleasure occa- 
sioned by tho instant mental discovery 
of the connection, notwithstanding tho 
D; -larent complete incongruity between 
tho heads of the dean and chapter and 
the wood pavement. 


Now, tho slower a mind works tho 


more difficulty it has in quickly follow- 
ing out tho congru'ty through the ap- 
parent incongruities, or the incongruity 
through tho apparent congruities, and so 
in seeing tho joke. 
Jleii with slow 


minds, then, prefer tho plainest form of 
discovery, such as the rnero noticing 
that something out of the ordinary ia 
going on, nr> when a man clowns it by 
putting on an enormous hat, a carroty 
wig and a sea green coat. 
Thus, fill 


stupid and dull witted people aro most 
easily amused by caricature and horse 
play, and those minds which, though 
they aro powerful, aro plso sluggish, find 
it too hard work to follow mentally the 
lightning flash in a finely wrought ver- 
bal epigram. 


No dcubt such a theory as this postu- 


lates that the man who likes Lamb and 
Sydney Smith, but says he sees no joke 
at all in buffoonery, really means that 
ho only sees a very little joke, and that 
he does not cave for it because he can see 
so much moro in other things. This, 
however, agrees with common experi- 
ence. Tho man fond of the highest kind 
of wit is nevoi really unable to seo the 
fun of tho clown, though it may boio 
him by its sinallness, and if ho ib scien- 
tifically minded ho no moro refuses to 
call it a kind of wit, humor or fun than 
he does to call vin ordinaire wine, though, 
as a matter of fact, what ho really con- 
siders wine is Lafitte. All the mirth 
causing agents are of one kind and differ 
only in degree, though the degrees aro 
often intense.—London Spectator.
